In our February issue we congratulated Mr. 
Storey, of Alnwick, on giving up his appoint- 
ment as organist at a church rather than promise 
his vicar not to take part in musical services in 
Nonconformist places of worship. Our re- 
marks were quoted with approval by a writer in 
Musical Opinion for March. In the April 
number of our esteemed contemporary an organ- 
ist from Tooting condemns Mr. Storey for his 
action, and says that, instead of being congra- 
tulated on his dignified conduct, he ought to be 
‘* pitied for his lack of theological knowledge.’’ 
He further maintains that a church organist 
‘‘ has no right to assist at what he knows to be 
a schismatic service.’’ There can be no doubt 
as to the views of this dogmatic organist, for he 
says: ‘‘I should not think of assisting at a 
service in a dissenting chapel.’’ He has a per- 
fect right to say so, and there is very little pro- 
bability of his receiving an invitation to take 
part in such a service. But why should he‘or 
any other man deny Mr. Storey an equal right 
to think and act for himself? Surely everyone 
is entitled to determine his conduct according 
to his own conscience. If Mr. Storey lacks 
‘* theological knowledge,’’ as the Tooting 
organist says, we fear he (the organist) lacks 
charity.

TRANGE as it may seem at this time 
f| of day, the old controversy about the 
hymn versus the metrical psalm is 
likely to be revived. According to 
an ecclesiastical authority, “in al- 

ix most every Presbyterian Church 
throughout the world there is a growing interest in 
i the older type of Church praise.” The “light 

staccato tinkle” of the hymn threatens to take alto- 
gether the place of “those grave and solemn 
measures” so dear to our forefathers ; and the cry of 
Presbyterians at home and in far lands—especially 
in far lands—is “for the retention, at least in reason- 
able proportion, of those psalms and paraphrases 
which, let their origin be what it may, have become 
distinctive of our hereditary and simple worship of 
God.” This is a great compliment to “our old 
friend Rouse,” as Carlyle called the “illiterate Jew 
of Eton,” who made David to “run in rhyme” for 
the benefit of Presbyterians. It may be doubted, all 
the same, whether the Presbyterians as a body are 
now greatly concerned about the retention of the 
doggerel rhymes which their forefathers sang. 
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House Church, was the preacher at the National 
Conference of Unitarian and Christian Free 
Churches held at Liverpool. His subject was 
‘* A Plea for a Worshipful Church.’’ He said 
it was not the chief end of the Churches to 
attract crowds who simply wanted a penny 
show of music or eloquence. In the Protestant, 
and especially in the non-Episcopal Churches, 
the reaction against form and symbolism had 
gone too far, and had robbed public worship of 
many helpful and beautiful usages. The abuse 
of symbol was not sufficient reason for its total 
abandonment. A superstitious Church in a 
superstitious age might have abused all those 
outward modes of religious impression, but it 
did not follow that an enlightened Church in an 
enlightened age should not avail itself of the 
power of picture and symbol to help devout feel- 
ing and thought. To be able to realise in any 
worthy way the ideal of a worshipful Church 
more attention was required to be given to 
Church manners. The behaviour of many 
people in the House of God was not only unde- 
votional, but vulgar and ill-bred. In a wor- 
shipful Church music must have an important 
place and be of the best possible quality. There 
was no necessary antagonism between choir and 
congregational singing, but in these days, when 
many Churches had gone music mad and con- 
gregations were more in danger of being choir- 
ridden than priest-ridden, everything had to 
be jealously guarded that had a tendency to 
foster the notion that the people were only 
spectators and hearers of the worship, and not 
the worshippers themselves. More fatal to the 
purpose of worship than the discussion of 
critical. and theological questions was the vul- 
garity of sensational preaching. 


|| Passing Notes. 


There was never any pretence to poetical taste in 
these productions. The chief point aimed at was a 
close resemblance to the Hebrew original; but, as 
somebody once remarked, the resemblance is merely 
that of the dead to the living. Very likely Warton 
was right when he said that if the metrical psalms 
had been better than they were they would not have 
been acceptable to the people for whom they were 
first prepared; but at any rate it is easy enough to 
agree with quaint old Thomas Fuller, that the versi- 
fier’s piety was superior to his poetry. Often, says 
the English divine, his rhyme is so poor that “two 
hammers on a smith’s anvil would have made better 
music.” It is not surprising, perhaps, that the more 
refined verses of the cultured hymn-writer have been 
gradually displacing these uncouth rhymes in the 
Presbyterian churches. Yet it would be a pity if the 
metrical psalms disappeared entirely. They are 
hallowed by many associations, to part with which 
would be a serious loss, scarce to be incurred with- 
out the certainty of corresponding advantages. 
While the modern mind can have no sympathy with 
the old notion which distinguishes between the

“human hymn” and the metrical psalm, it would as- 
suredly view with regret the entire elimination from 
public worship of a feature which was so character- 
istic of the ritual of other days. What the Churches 
should set about is the preparing of an anthology of 
the metrical psalms. A new version, which has 
often been called for, would not have the slightest 
chance of being accepted by the people; but the 
cream of the present version would be accepted by 
everybody. And after all it is only the cream that 
is really used. 





Mrs. Van Alstyne, better known by her maiden 
name of Fanny Crosby, the blind author of “Safe 
in the arms of Jesus,” and of numerous other hymns, 
some of them made popular by Mr. Sankey, has just 
entered her eighty-fifth year, and received many 
congratulations. This lady, it is not generally 
known, is also the author of several celebrated 
songs, such as “ Rosalie, the prairie flower,” “ There’s 
music in the air,” and “In the hazel dell my Nellie’s 
sleeping,” which were very popular with the last 
generation. She has been blind from a few weeks 
after her birth, and in 1858 she married a blind 
musician, Mr. Alexander Van Alstyne. Her most 
famous children’s hymn, “Safe in the arms of 
Jesus,” was written for Mr. W. H. Doane, who had a 
melody for which he could not find words. I saw 
it stated lately that Mrs. Van Alstyne is the authoress 
of over 2,000 hymns, “of which the enormous num- 
ber of 100,000,000 copies have been sold in the two 
hemispheres.” This must be a Yankee exaggera- 
tion. 





A writer in the St. James's Gazette declaims 
against the unnecessary noises of civilisation. I 
have been doing that same for a good many years 
now. In particular, I have declaimed against the 
unnecessary noise of the piano through the wall, the 
piano on the floor above and the floor beneath. 
What I have suffered from that infliction in my time!

Happily, I don’t live in a flat now. But the world 
would not contain the books that might be written 
about the tortures endured by the unnecessary noise 
of the piano by those who do live in flats, and in 
jerry-built “continuous villas.” I said something 
about them the other day in a column which I write 
for certain journals under an assumed name. This 
morning there has come to me a great sheaf of litera- 
ture from the Virgil Practice Clavier Company. 
“We think it will be of interest to you,” says the 
courteous secretary of the company. Alas! and the 
Virgil Practice Clavier is extolled as “the most 
useful and complete ally of the piano in existence.” 
If the neighbour would content himself with the 
click of the Clavier it would be all very well; but so 
far as I can see the Clavier will only send him to the 
piano with redoubled energy.

One day that neighbour took it into his head to buy 
a piano. The piano came. It was placed against 
my friend’s wall. I need not say what happened. 
Remonstrances followed: the neighbour quoted the 
familiar wheeze about the Englishman’s house being 
his castle ; and now my friend’s house is advertised 
for sale, and he declares that he is going “ right away 
into the country.” Do you think he'll get quiet even 
there? Not a bit of it. In the country you have 
“the lowing of the kine” and the shrill performances 
of chanticleer, “the bird of dawn.” Unnecessary 
noises again! There is no escape.

Derby Free Church Choir Union. 


AT the Derby Temperance Hall on Sunday evening, 
April 5th, there assembled an audience which packed 
to overflowing the spacious building, the occasion 
being the second concert of the season by the Derby 
Free Church Choir Union. Such an audience must 
have been very flattering to the members, for it 
shows that the Free Churches of this ancient borough 
are beginning to wake up and lend their support 
and encouragement to this organisation, which seeks 
to improve the music in the Free Churches. The 
chair was taken by Alderman Sir Thos. Roe, senior 
M.P. for the borough, and he expressed his pleasure 
at being invited to be present that evening. The 
concert included selections from Rossini’s “ Stabat 
Mater” and Handel’s “Messiah,” which were given 
in a way that betokened careful tuition. The 
opening chorus and quartette in the “Stabat Mater ” 
were rendered in an admirable manner. The 
quartette party—Miss B. N. Woods, Mrs. Woods, 
Mr. C. W. Turner, and Mr. H. Sturgess—were 
evenly balanced. Mr. H. Sturgess also took the 
solo in “Eia Mater.” “Inflammatus et Accensus” 
was the concluding item from RosSini’s work, and 





this perhaps was the most appreciated effort of the 
evening. Miss Bernice N. Woods, A.L.C.M., a 
local young lady who is rapidly coming to the front, 
took the solo, and gave a rendering that absolutely 
disarmed criticism. The chorus, too, performed 
their part creditably, and the rounds of applause 
called forth were well merited.

Church Council, the churches of all denomina- 

tions are banding to- 

gether in one united aim 
to promote the cause of 

Christ throughout Man- 

chester, and the recent 

meetings held in protest 
against the Education 

Bill have given proof how 

strong and determined is 

that union. 

The Baptist Church at 
Moss Side is one of the 
foremost Baptist 
churches in Manchester, 
and is indeed one of the 
great powers for good in 
the city; not only on ac- 
count of the good work 
which is done in connec- 
tion with its own more 
particular sphere, but 
still more for the wider 
sympathy and loyal help 
which it continually ren- 
ders to the larger needs 
of the cause of Christ 
throughout Manchester. 
From the point of mem- 
bership it ranks second 
of the Baptist Churches 
in  Laneashire and 
Cheshire, Union Chapel, where Dr. McLaren is 
pastor, being first. 

The pastor, the Rev. Arnold Streuli, who has 
just completed his twelfth year of ministry at 
Moss Side, is himself a most untiring worker, 
and it is mainly to his unsparing zeal and en- 
thusiastic leadership that much of the good 
work is due. Twelve years ago he came as a 
student from Regent’s Park College, London, 
to undertake the pastorate at Moss Side, and it 
was a task which might well make any man de- 
spair. The church, having been for a long time 
without a pastor, was far from being in a 
flourishing condition, the services being poorly 
attended, and the interest generally at a low 
rate. In less than three years a change was 
manifest—interest was  reawakened, zeal

kindled, workers roused up, and recruits won. 
The church speedily became well filled, and at 
the present time the building is crowded each 
Sunday night. 

It is a marvel to many how Mr. Streuli has 
achieved the work he has, with such astonish- 
ing results. He does not preach to ‘‘ attract ”’ 
the crowd, nor court popularity by resorting to 
the hundred and one tricks so common now- 
adays, and nowhere so out of place as in a 
Christian pulpit. Those who know him best 
would say it is his own spirituality, if one may 
so speak, which draws his hearers; his intense 
conviction and love for the Gospel he preaches 
which makes his mes- 
sage so forceful. One 
feels at once that the 
Truth he proclaims is the 
very source of his own 
life, and that his one aim 
and purpose is to bring 
all his’ hearers into a 
saving knowledge of it, 
too. Outside the pulpit 
his genial manner and 
ready sympathy win the 
confidence of all about 
him, whilst amongst the 
children he is universally 
beloved, and has well 
been called ‘‘ the Chil- 
dren’s Pastor.”’ 

In the musical portion 
of the work of the 
church he is admirably 
assisted by Mr. J. W. 
Turner, who has filled 
the post of organist at 
Moss Side for the last

Union is proof in itself 
that he is rightly considered a musician of no 
mean talent by his colleagues in Manchester. 
He commenced his musical career at the age 
of seventeen, when he was appointed to his first 
post as organist to the Beswick Methodist New 
Connexion Church, and at the same age he was 
elected a member of the well-known Hallé 
Choir. On leaving the Beswick Church at the 
end of the year he went to Boston Street, Man- 
chester, where he remained for another year, 
leaving at the end of that time to fill the posi- 
tion of organist at the Sale Baptist Church, 
where the Rev. Carey Bonner, himself a_ well- 
known musician and composer, and now Secre- 
tary of the London Sunday School Union, was 
then pastor. Here Mr. Turner remained for 
some two and a half years, leaving in 1889 for 
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Regent Road Wesleyan, Manchester. After 
spending three years there, in 1892 Mr. Turner 
went to Moss Side, and here—despite various 
attempts to beguile him away—he still remains.

As organist and choirmaster Mr. Turner’s 
energy is unbounding, and his tact and patience 
win the esteem of all who come under his 
tuition. He thoroughly enters into the spirit of 
the services, going to infinite pains to select an 
anthem which shall be in keeping with the sub- 
ject of the sermon. Under his instruction the 
choir, both as a whole and individually, have 
achieved no mean success in the choir competi- 
tions which have been inaugurated by the Non- 
conformist Choir Union. They have obtained 
the second prize for part-singing, the first prize 
quartette singing, the second prize _ for 
for sight test singing, the first prize for 
soprano solo singing, while the second 
tenor prize for solo singing has been won 
by the same member of the choir for two 
consecutive years. Mr. Turner himself 
is very proud of the fact that no fewer 
than thirteen members of his choir have 
the honour of belonging to the Hallé 
Choir, and most of the members are 
trained singers, so that the quality of 
the singing is invariably good. Assisted 
by other singers, the choir give an 
annual performance of the ‘‘ Messiah,’’ 
while at their recent choir concert Cole- 
ridge Taylor’s ‘‘ Hiawatha’s Wedding 
Feast’? was admirably given, in addi- 
tion to other selections. Nor are Mr. 
Turner’s good works restricted to his 
own choir and church, for he is con- 
stantly in request to assist at musical 
services and oratorio performances at 
other churches. He has played in this way on 
forty or so different organs, some of which 
have set him longing for a better instrument 
at Moss Side. The organ at Moss Side 
is certainly much too insignificant for the 
building, being a small two manual organ, and, 








compared with what such a church deserves, 
and the organist’s merits ought to have, is a 
very miserable thing. |We are informed that 
the instrument was put in second-hand some 
twenty years ago, and has undergone some 
Various repairs since, so that it is certainly 
time the church was supplied with a nobler in- 
strument, and with a congregation of upwards 
of 1,000 it should not be a difficult matter to 
raise funds for this purpose. 

The service which we attended on a recent 
Sunday evening happened to be the twelfth anni- 
versary of Mr. Streuli’s setthkement at Moss 
Side. It speaks well for any minister that he 
should spend twelve years, and those the first 
twelve years of his ministry, at the same 
church. But though Mr. Streuli has had many 
tempting offers from larger and more influen- 
tial churches, he has always felt that there was 
yet need for him to continue his work at Moss 
Side, and there, to the joy of his people, he still 
remains. 

The service opened with the reading of a few 
verses of Scripture, the congregation standing 
up. The singing throughout was good, the 
hymns being sung brightly, in good time, and 
not drawled out in the way some congregations 
do, which is enough to depress, both preacher 
and hearers alike. It was, however, rather a 
sutprise to hear the tune ‘‘ Abridge’’ sung to 
the hymn, ‘‘ All hail the power of Jesus’ name,”’ 
in preference to the more general tunes of 
‘* Miles’ Lane’’ or ‘‘ Diadem.’’ The large 


congregation, however, apparently knew it 
well, and carried it through without a waver. 
Fletcher’s anthem, ‘‘ The Lord is my Light,”’ 
was effectively sung by the choir, the second 
movement, portions of which were sung unac- 
companied, proving that they were very capable 








singers, and the soprano solo was well ren- 
dered. Mr. Turner takes unlimited pains with 
the singing of his choir, and the anthems they 
sing are invariably well given, with careful at- 
tention to detail and expression. 

The service closed with the hymn, “ Lord, 
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speak to me,’’ and the vesper, ‘‘ Lord, keep us 
safe this night,’’ was sung by the choir, the con- 
gregation joining. It should be noted here that 
the matins with which the morning service is 
always closed are Mr. Turner’s own composi- 
tion, the words, ‘‘ Lord, behold us lowly kneel- 
ing,’’ being set to very fitting music. 

Mr. Turner is in fullest sympathy with all the 
good work of the church, and it is to his own 
influence amongst the members of his choir that 
the reverent behaviour and deep interest which 
are so desirable, especiaty’in a choir, are in 
large measure due. There is never any need to 
fear that the good impression of a service will be 
effaced by a tasteless display of music in a con- 
cluding voluntary by Mr. Turner. The volun- 
taries he selects invariably harmonise, and 
come as a final touch to the thoughts suggested 
by the sermon, and we are told by a member of 
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his choir that they have seen him not infre- 
quently change the one previously laid ready on 
the organ to play for one which the sermon had 
suggested as more appropriate. _ Particularly 
was this noticeable at the recent united Free 
Church Communion Service held at Moss Side, 
when Mr. Turner‘seemed just to gather up the 
reverence of the whole service, as he played 
from the ‘‘ Messiah ’’ with exquisite taste and 
expression, ‘‘ Surely He hath borne our griefs 
and carried our! sorrows.’’ It recalled the 
words of Longfellow, and 
“Came like.the benediction, 
Which follows after prayer.” 


Moss Side is to be congratulated on having 
so devoted and faithful a pastor, and an organ- 
ist who is in such close sympathy with the 
service of the church, and we wish them both a 
long and continued work there. 


Famous Yorkshire Musicians.

| N the realm of English music, the 
'q| people of the northern counties have 
long held undisputed sway; and, it 
is safe to say, in no other part of 
the country is the art of music 
so generally and highly cultivated 
at the present day as in the West Riding of 
Yorkshire. That the county of “broad acres” 
occupies a foremost position, musically con- 
sidered, is evidenced by the fact that not a few 
native-born Yorkshire musicians have risen to the 
highest eminence as composers and performers. 

Said Bishop Barry, “the inhabitants of Yorkshire 
sing not so much by art as by a habit peculiar to 
themselves.” Again, to quote Charles Dibdin, “ the 
children in these parts as soon as they can toddle 
begin to sing quite naturally, and in perfect tune.” 
These sayings, brief though they be, serve to explain 
in some measure the Yorkshireman’s natural apti- 
tude and passion for music—of course, accepting 
the premise in its general sense. 

Among the older school of musicians none took 
a more active interest in musical matters than did 
Joah Bates, an excellent amateur conductor and 
composer. He was born at Halifax in the year 
1740, and died in London on the 8th of June, 1799. 
His chief work was in connection with the once- 
famous Concerts of Ancient Music, which he estab- 
lished in 1776. These artistic.gatherings were at 
one time quite a feature of the London musical 
season. In 1784 Bates conducted at the great 
Handel Commemoration Festival in Westminster 
Abbey. His wife, it may be said, was an admired 
and exceedingly popular vocalist, and a pupil of 
the Italian composer, Sacchini. 

A much respected man of music was Dr. Edmund 
Ayrton, born in 1734 at Ripon. He received his 
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early education at the Grammar School, there, and 
his father, a magistrate of the borough, intended 


him for the Church. Young Ayrton, however, dis- 
played such exceptional musical gifts that he was 
permitted to follow his natural bent, and to study 
for the profession of music. After holding various 
offices (notably vicar-choral of St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
and subsequently lay-clerk of Westminster Abbey) 
he became Master of Music of His Majesty’s Chapel 
Royal. In 1784 he was Created Doctor in Music by the 
Cambridge University, and shortly afterwards re- 
ceived a like distinction from the University of 
Oxford.. One of Dr. Ayrton’s anthems was sung 
in St. Paul’s Cathedral, on July 28th, 1784—the day 
of rejoicing at the termination of the American 
revolutionary war. In addition to many anthems, 
Dr. Ayrton has composed a complete set of church 
services of great merit. He died in the year 1808, 
and his remains were: fittingly deposited in the 
Cloisters of Westminster Abbey. 

Robert Lindley, who possessed all the heartiness 
and warmth of feeling characteristic of a typical 
Yorkshireman, was born at Rotherham on March 
4th, 1772. He was, in his day, the acknowledged 
master of the violoncello, his playing, according 
to the best authorities, being remarkable for purity, 
richness, and volume of tone. For many years 
Lindley acted as principal ’celloist at the leading 
festivals and concerts. He died in London on June 
13th, 1855. 

Samuel Mather, born at Sheffield in 1771, was 
a composer of psalmody, and his best known tune 
is the one often sung to Watts’s “Come we that love 
the Lord,” and called: “Morning Hymn.” He died 
in the year 1824. His brother, William, born in 
1756, was likewise an able hymn-tune writer. He 
acted in the capacity of organist at St. Paul’s 
Church, Sheffield, for a number of years. . His 
death took place in 1808. A son of the last-named 
was John Mather, born in 1781, also at Sheffield. 
He is known to fame as the composer of the glee 
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Lead, Kindly Light. 
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“Hail to the chief.” For some considerable time 
he resided in Scotland, where he laboured most 
successfully as pianist and conductor. He died at 
Edinburgh in 1850. 

An enthusiastic amateur of music, composer, and 
critical essayist was the Rev. Wm. Mason, born at 
Hull in 1725. The old, favourite anthem, “Lord 
of all power and might,” is from his pen. He was 
vicar of Aston, Yorkshire, where-he died on April 
5th, 1797. y 

Another noteworthy church musician was Matthew 
Camidge, born at York about the year 1760. He 
held the post of organist at York Minster, and, at 
his death (in 1844), was succeeded by his talented 
son, John Camidge. A grandson of Matthew 
Camidge was Dr. Camidge, composer of the popular 
Sanctus in E. 

An interesting personality was James Battye, born 
at Huddersfield in 1803. His more popular com- 
positions take the form of glees, some of which are 
sung to-day, viz., “Hail memory!” “Child of the 
sun,” etc. He died on October roth, 1858. 

John Ella, born at Thirsk in 1802, is chiefly known 
by his critical writings, his essays on music being 
among the finest of their kind. Ella’s services in 
the cause of English music deserve warm acknow- 
ledgment. In 1845 he established a series of high- 
class concerts in London, at which the choicest clas- 
sical works were performed by distinguished artists, 
native and foreign. His death took place in the 
year 1888, at London. 

Mrs. Susan Sunderland, born on April 30th, 1819, 
at Brighouse, is still in the flesh-at the venerable 
age of eighty-three. Her maiden name was Sykes. 
and she received instruction in the elements of 
music from: Mr. Luke Settle, a prominent local 
amateur, and afterwards from Mr. Dan Sugden, 
the once noted Halifax musician and contrabassist. 
Following upon numerous successful appearances in 
the provinces, she made her debut in London at 
the King’s Concerts, in the year 1842, when she 
essayed Handel’s florid air, “From mighty Kings.” 
Her fame was at once assured, and she received 
the hearty congratulations of the Prince Consort and 
the Duke of Cambridge. Mrs. Sunderland’s last 
appearance in London took place on December 1oth, 
1858, when, in company with Miss Dolby (afterwards 
Madame Sainton-Dolby), Mr. Sims Reeves, and 
Signor Belletti, she sang the -solos in Handel's 
“Messiah.” Hogarth, the leading critic of the time, 
and father-in-law of Charles Dickens, expressed him- 
self in the highest terms of praise concerning the 
singing of the Yorkshire “ Queen of Song,” on this 
occasion. At the first Leeds Musical Festival, in 
1858 (in celebration of the opening of the Town 
Hall), Mrs. Sunderland sang before the late Queen 
Victoria. Shortly after the event Her Majesty com- 
manded the Yorkshire vocalist to appear at Buck- 
ingham Palace—an act which speaks louder than 
many words, and which betokens high royal favour. 

The name of John Curwen is as a household 
word in musical circles. He was born at Heck- 
mondwike, on November 14th, 1816, and died at 
Manchester on May 26th, 1880. Originally a minis- 
ter of religion, Mr. Curwen in 1864 resigned his 


charge in order to devote his whole time and atten- 
tion to the tonic sol-fa movement. He was an edu- 
cationalist, in the best sense of the term, and his 
energies in the cause of music cannot possibly be 
over-estimated. He has left a worthy successor in 
his son, Mr. John Spencer Curwen, an able musi- 
cian, deservedly well known as a writer, and editor 
of “ The Musical Herald.” 

John Tiplady Carrodus, born at Keighley in 1836, 
held a foremost place in the orchestral world for a 
large number of years. He studied under Molique, 
the German violinist and composer. Carrodus first 
appeared in public as a violinist in St. George’s 
Hall, Bradford, where he gained a veritable triumph. 
Most of his life was spent in London, as a teacher 
of the violin and a leader in orchestral bands. At 
the great provincial musical festivals he not infre- 
quently appeared in the guise of leader, or principal 
first violinist. He composed a number of violin 
pieces, and edited several collections of music for 
his favourite instrument. His death took place in 
1895 in London. 

Julian Marshall, born at Leeds in 1836, has con- 
tributed many serviceable and readable articles deal- 
ing with musical art to magazines, and to Sir George 
Groves’ valuable “ Dictionary.” He is a son of the 
late Mr. John Marshall, first M.P. for Leeds, and 
was educated at Harrow. Mrs. Julian Marshall is 
likewise known to musicians as an accomplished 
composer, performer, and essayist. 

John Dunn and Frederic Dawson, violinist and 
pianist respectively, are both natives of Yorkshire, 
and represent the younger school of musicians. 
Each in his own sphere may be said to stand high 
in the musical firmament—although they have not 
as yet reached the zenith of their powers, judged 
from an all-round point of view. 

Coming to deal with representative native-born 
Yorkshire composers, primal position must be ac- 
corded Sir William Sterndale Bennett, born at 
Sheffield on April 13th, 1816. He was trained at 
the Royal Academy of Music, London, and_subse- 
quently studied abroad. In 1849 he founded the Bach 
Society. For ten years (1856-66) he conducted the 
London Philharmonic concerts; and he acted as 
musical director of the first Leeds Musical Festival. 
He filled the important office of Principal of the Royal 
Academy of Music, London, from 1866 to 1875; 
and occupied the chair as Professor of Music at the 
Cambridge University from 1856 to 1875. His chief 
works include the oratorio, “Woman of Samaria,” 
the pastoral-cantata, “May Queen,” Symphony in 
G minor, overtures, concertos, and pianoforte com- 
positions. In 1871 Bennett received the honour 
of Knighthood. He died on February 1st, 1875, in 
London, and was buried in Westminster Abbey. 
It is not too much to say that during his lifetime 
Sterndale Bennett stood at the head of the musical 
profession in England. All his music is charac- 
terised by refinement and artistic finish. It is note- 
worthy that Bennett was one of the first British-born 
composers to receive recognition in Germany—Men- 
delssohn and Schumann being amongst his constant 
friends and supporters.

SPRINGBOURNE WESLEYAN CHURCH, 
BOURNEMOUTH. 

The Wesleyans are well represented at Bourne- 
mouth, having a church in the centre of the town, 
and at Westbourne, Boscombe, and Springbourne, 
but the short-sighted policy pursued by the authori- 
ties with regard to the latter place is simply astound- 
ing. Situated in a thickly populated neighbour- 
hood, the chapel stands in a side street, the oppor- 
tunity to secure a splendid corner site on the main 
road, which occurred some years ago, having been 
allowed to slip. Instead of having a resident minis- 
ter on the spot, as is the case at the three other 
churches, the Boscombe minister is supposed to have 
the oversight of Springbourne, with its large and 
rapidly increasing resident population. This we 
understand, however, is shortly to be remedied. 

This lack of enterprise, which, if indulged in by 
a business man, would speedily spell ruin, has a 
most disastrous effect on the work of the choir, in- 
asmuch as it is well nigh impossible, from a congre- 
gation which has been practically stationary for 
years past, to fill vacancies which always occur from 
time to time in a choir. A band of devoted local 
workers are manfully struggling with these diffi- 
culties, but oh! the pity of it all. 

With these facts before us, we were not surprised 
on visiting the chapel, to find a small one-manual 
organ, which formerly did duty elsewhere, and 
which is fit only for a small mission hall. The choir 
of eighteen voices is a fairly good one, and con- 
sidering all the circumstances, they do well. They 
certainly give evidence of careful training, but it

METROPOLITAN. 

BARNSBURY, N,—At Offord Road Congregational 
Chapel on Saturday, March 28th, a very successful 
sacred concert was given by the choir and friends. 
The Rev. John B. P. Boon presided. The first part 
of the programme consisted of a performance of 
Arthur Berridge’s beautiful and increasingly popu- 
lar cantata, “ The Love of God,” which was rendered 
in a manner deserving of high praise. Miss Aistrop 
sang the soprano solos excellently, and was particu- 
larly effective in her rendering of “O love divine, 
how sweet!” The contralto parts were given by 
Mrs. H. Squire Moore with good tone and feeling ; 
while Mr. H. Squire Moore’s clear, bell-like voice 
was heard to advantage in the tenor numbers, especi- 
ally the aria “Let us love one another.” The bass 
solos were ably executed by Mr. A. Cullum. The 
four soloists united in the very effective quartette, 
“For God so loved the world”; and the second 
quartette, “ When I forget His tender love,” was ex- 
pressively sung by the Misses Layman and J. Pate, 
and Messrs. P. }itzsimmons and H. C. Franklin. 
The duet, “ Beloved, now are we children,” was sung 
very sweetly by Miss L. Abbess and Miss A. Brett, 


is most disappointing and discouraging when a 
choirmaster is compelled by sheer force of circum- 
stances to admit any but the best readers. In addi- 
tion to special music rendered at Harvest, Anniver- 
sary, and suchlike services, concerts are given dur- 
ing the winter months, when, of course, the choir is 
augmented, the last work being Shinn’s “ Captives 
of Babylon,” given by a choir and band of forty per- 
formers, and repeated by request. At the Corona- 
tion service held last year, Novello’s arrangement of 
the music was taken, including “I was glad” 
(Elvey), “The King shall rejoice” (Goss), and 
Stanford’s Te Deum. The Bristol Anthem Book is 
in use, and in addition, the library contains a good 
selection of sacred and secular pieces, such as 
Gounod’s “Come unto Him,” and Pinsuti’s “ The 
sea hath its pearls.” An anthem is taken on most 
Sundays, and occasionally either Maunder’s, Stan- 
ford’s, or Smart’s setting of the Te Deum. Strange 
to say, the words of the Te Deum are not supplied to 
the congregation. Unfortunately, the old hymn 
and tune book is still in use, which means that many 
of the best tunes which have been sung in other 
churches for years past, cannot be taken.

The soloists 
were—Miss Edith Patching (soprano), Miss Jessie 
King (contralto), Mr. Frank Tebbutt (tenor), and 
Mr. Arthur Walenn (bass), while valuable assistance 
was rendered in the double quartette, the quartette, 
and the trio by Mrs. R. W. Rudd, Mrs. W. E. 
Harris, Mr. G. A. Seaton, and Mr. G. Cowen. Mr. 
Lewis has every reason to be proud of his choir. 
BESSES (NEAR MANCHESTER).—The annual Lenten 
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service was held at the Congregational Church on 
Sunday, March 2gth. It was conducted by the Rev. 
A. Bond (pastor), and was deeply impressive. 
Specially selected hymns were sung, the large con- 
gregation joining with great heartiness. The choir 
sang the following pieces of music:—Introit, “O 
Saviour of the World ” (Goss) ; anthem, “ Behold the 
Lamb of God” (Handel), contralto solo, “He was 
despised,” Miss Taylor; meditation, “The Teach- 
ings of the Cross” (Dr. Vincent); “Bread of 
Heaven” (J. M. Coward), soprano solo, Miss Kirk, 
and chorus. Mr. Leaver presided at the organ.—The 
Sunday-school anniversary services were held in the 
Congregational Church on Sunday, April 5th, the 
preacher morning and evening being the Rev. H. 
Marsden, of Little Horton, near Bradford. In the 
afternoon an address was given by Mr. John R. Rag- 
dale, J.P., C.C., of Whitefield. The attendance 
was good on each occasion, and the collections 
aggregated £27. Appropriate hymns were sung, 
and the choir, under the direction of Mr. Leaver, 
sung the following selection of music :—Morning :

“Daughter of Jairus” were given by the choir at 
the Richmond Hill Congregational Church, Mr. 

The col- 
lection, which amounted to over £18, was in aid of 
the choir fund. At the Boscombe Congregational 
Church selections from Mendelssohn’s “ Athalie,”

BuUNGAY.—On Good Friday the Congregational 
Church choir gave a most succesful sacred concert, 
under the conductorship of Mr. H. C. Botwright, 
hon. organist of the church, Miss Maggie Bot- 
wright playing all the accompaniments. ‘The con- 
cert opened with “ How lovely are the messengers ” 
(Mendelssohn). Arthur Berridge’s cantata, “ The 
Love of God,” formed the chief feature, and was 
greatly appreciated by the audience. The choruses 
were given with commendable precision and expres- 
sion. The solos and quartettes were in the 
capable hands of Misses Brown and H. A. Kitchen 
(sopranos), Miss K. Brown (contralto), Mr. W. Stur- 
gess and Mr. E. Brown (tenors), and Mr. E. H.

FROME.-—On Easter Monday Mr. T. Grant, of 
the Wesleyan Church, gave his 24th annual con- 
cert, which was highly appreciated by a large 
audience. He got together a band of fifty per- 
formers and a chorus of.100 voices. Selections 
were well given from the “Creation,” “Stabat Mater,” 
besides misc2llaneous items. Madame Ada Patter- 
son, Miss Lily White, and Mr. H. Gardner were 
the solo vocalists. Mr. Grant conducted, and Mr. 
Roland White presided at the organ. 


HECKMONDWIKE.—On Sunday afternoon, March 
29th, Spohr’s “Last Judgment” was sung at the 
Upper Independent Chapel by the choir, which was 
augmented for the occasion to about sixtv voices. 
The principal vocalists were Miss Verity, Miss Pear- 
son (both members of the choir), Mr. F. Fallas (of 
Horbury), and Mr. A. Broadhead (of Morley). The 
soprano music was beautifully sung by Miss Verity, 
who, although suffering from a cold, acquitted her- 
self most admirably throughout. Although there 
is very little solo work for the contralto, Miss Pear- 
son deserves special mention for the excellent 
manner in which she performed her small part, and 
her rich contralto voice blended well with the other 
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parts in the unaccompanied quartettes. Mr. Fallas 
is one of the most accomplished of Yorkshire concert 
singers, and his beautiful tenor voice was heard to 
great advantage in all his solos and in the concerted 
numbers. Special mention must be made, however, 
of his splendid rendering (along with Miss Verity) of 
the duet, “ Forsake me not in this dread hour.” The 
two voices blended beautifully, and this item was 
greatly enjoyed by the large congregation. Mr. 
Broadhead possesses a fine bass voice, and rendered 
his various solos with much taste and expression. 
The work done by the chorus was worthy of all 
praise, and the parts being pretty evenly balanced, 
the effect was good throughout, not only in the 
fortissimo passages, but in those marked piantssimo 
also. Mr. J. W. Burnley presided at the organ, and 
played the late Mr. W. T. Best’s admirable organ 
arrangement of the overture. The very limited re 
sources of the organ, however, made it impossible 
to adequately reproduce the orchestral colouring so 
essential in a work of this class. The symphony 
with which Part II. opens was omitted on account of 
time being limited. Great credit is due to Mr. 
Naylor (organist and choirmaster of the chapel) for 
the success of the performance. The manner in 
which the choruses were rendered speaks volumes 
for the careful training he has bestowed on the choir 
in rehearsal. Mr. Naylor conducted the work with 
conspicuous ability. ‘lhe proceeds were for the new 
organ fund. 

LONGSIGHT (NEAR MANCHESTER).—The Choir 
Sermons in connection with the Longsight U.M.F.C. 
(College Chapel) were preached on Sunday, March 
2gth, by the Rev. J. T. Brewis. The music for the 
day was very interesting, being entirely selected 
from works of Mendelssohn. In the morning the 
anthem, “How lovely are the messengers,” was 
given, and at the evening service, the duet and 
chorus, “1 waited for the Lord” (Lobgesang), and 
“But the Lord is mindful of His own” (St. Paul), 
were well rendered. In the afternoon the “13th 
Psalm” and “ Hear my prayer” were given under 
the conductorship of Mr. H. Wright, the latter re- 
ceiving decidedly the better rendition. The solos 
in the 13th Psalm were taken by Miss Nellie Gib- 
son, whose sympathetic voice lent itself admirably 
to the music, and Mrs. H. Hallsworth rendered 
the solos of “Hear my prayer” in a highly im- 
pressive manner. Mr. Stanley Warwick presided 
at the organ, selecting voluntaries from the 
“ Lieder ” and “ Organ Sonatas.” An agreeable ad- 
dition to the choral items was provided in the piano- 
forte accompaniments of Mr. Squire Greaves. 

MANCHESIER.—The Gravel Lane Wesleyan 
choir held a very successful concert on April 4th in 
the Lecture Hall. ‘There was a very large audience, 
and Mr. T. J. Bailey, the organist and choirmaster, 
was amply rewarded for his trouble in providing 
the excellent programme, by the great appreciation 
shown. The choral items included Wagner's 
“ Bridal Chorus,” Pinsuti’s “ Spring Song ” and “ El- 
dorado,” Facer’s “ Voyagers,” and the humorous 
part-song, “Three Doughtie Men” (Pearson); all 
the items being sung with great taste, and showed 
evidence of careful training. Very enjoyable solos 
were given by Miss Bertha Diggles, “A May morn- 
ing” (Denza), and “The Swallows” (Cowen), by 
Miss Maggie Walmsley. The trio “ Queen of the 
night ” (Smart), by Misses Diggles, Crook, and Mr. 
T. J. Bailey, was also tastefully rendered. In ad- 
dition to songs by Misses Crook, Holbrook, Munro, 
Messrs. Richards and Wardle, the programme was 
varied by a brilliant rendering of Schubert’s “Im- 
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promptu in E flat,” by Miss Pattie Render, and by 
an excellent recital by Mr. F. Wright. The lighter 
items included a song by Mr. Fred Derbyshire, 
“The Torpedo and the Whale,” and the quartette, 
“ A Regular Royal Queen ” (Sullivan), by Misses Hol- 
brook and Munro, Messrs. Litherland and Bailey. 
Mr. W. D. Bailey wielded the baton, and Mr. T. J. 
Bailey, in addition to his arduous duties as 
accompanist, gave a spirited rendering of “The 
Toreador Song” (Bizet).——-The Moss Side Baptist 
Church choir gave their annual concert on March 
27th in the school, and, as usual, relied solely on 
the regular members of the choir for the entire 
programme. The principal choral item was the 
performance of Coleridge ‘Taylor's cantata, “ Hiawa- 
tha’s Wedding Feast,” and, with a few trifling ex- 
ceptions, the work was well performed. Mr. J. W. 
Turner occupied the dual post of accompanist and 
conductor, and played the difficult accompaniment 
in his usual able manner, but it would possibly have 
led to greater precision if the use of a baton had 
been possible. Mr. Frank Mosley sang the only 
solo in the work, “ Onaway, awake, beloved,” and 
received an enthusiastic recall at the conclusion of 
his great effort. ‘The unaccompanied part-songs 
showed the choir at its best, the expression, pitch, 
and general effect being perfect. “Bygone Days” 
(Smart), “The river floweth” (Rogers), “My love 
is like the red, red rose” (Cornwall), were supple- 
mented by two humorous part-songs, “There was 
an old woman” (Jarvis» and “Simple Simon” 
(Macy). Two excellent concerted numbers given 
were “Queen of the Night,” by Misses Egerton and 
Gabites, and Mr. Harry Hartley, and an unac- 
companied male voice quartette, “ Piccaninny’s Lul- 
laby,” by Messrs. Fallows, Banks, Hartley, and 
Slatford. The songs were, without exception, well 
rendered and well received, and included “ Orpheus 
with his Lute,” by Miss Platford; “The Last 
Watch,” by Mr. Frank Mosley (both prizewinners 
at last year’s competition); “Mia Carissima,” Mr. 
Hartley; “Joyous Life” and “Sing, Sweet Bird,” 
Miss Florence Egerton; “The Scent of the Lilies,” 
Mr. Robert Fallows; “When all was Young” and 
“For all Eternity,” Miss Nellie Adams; “ The Out- 
post’s Vigil” and “ The Song of Hybrias the Cretan,” 
Mr. Arthur Bellis. Mr. J. W. Turner added a 
humorous item, “ When the minister comes to tea,” 
and, in addition to his duties as accompanist, made 
a presentation to Mr. Arthur Bellis, who had left 
Manchester for Liverpool, but had made the journey 
to assist his late comrades. In handing Mr. Bellis 
three volumes of standard oratorio songs, etc., on 
behalf of the choir, Mr. Turner expressed regret 
that after twelve years’ valuable service Mr. Bellis 
was compelled to resign his membership. 


NORTHAMPTON.—A much enjoyed organ recital 
was given in Victoria Road Chapel, on March 31st, 
by Mr. David Clegg, his several items being played 
with his well known ability. Mr. Alexander Tucker 
was the vocalist, who sang with his usual refinement 
and effect. 


SouTtH SHIELDS.—The annual congregational tea 
of the Laygate Lane Presbyterian Church was held 
in the Memorial Hall. There was a_ splendid 
attendance. In the church at night the sacred can- 
tata entitled, “ The Love of God” (Arthur Berridge), 
was excellently rendered by the choir under the able 
leadership of Mr. Dewhirst, who presided at the 
organ. Solos were contributed by Misses Stuart, 
Déwhirst, Lowes, and McClelland, and Messrs. J.

SWINDON.—The seventeenth annual musical festi- 
val of the Victoria Street Congregational Choir and 
Choral Union was held on Wednesday in the large 
hall of the Mechanics’ Institute, when a very praise- 
worthy performance of Coward’s “ Story of Bethany ” 
was given before a large and appreciative audience. 
The choir was composed of nearly 100 vocalists, and 
the orchestra of about thirty performers. The work 
requires careful rendering to make it really effec- 
tive, and it must be said that the treatment it re- 
ceived was of a very intelligent character and fully 
merited the hearty appreciation with which it was 
received. The soloists, all local residents, were 
Mrs. Anderson (soprano), Miss Chirgwin (contralto), 
Mr. A. Price (tenor), and Mr. I. C. Hacker (bass). 
Unfortunately Mrs. Anderson, in consequence of a 
bad cold, was unable to do herself justice, but she 
nevertheless sang with commendable spirit. The 
rather arduous contralto part was excellently filled 
by Miss Chirgwin, whose clear voice was heard 
with fine effect. There was very little work for the 
tenor; in fact, Mr. Price had only to take part in an 
unaccompanied quartette, “Come, Jesus, Come.” 
This was splendidly given, and was certainly one of 
the most attractive numbers. Mr. I. C. Hacker 
undertook the bass part with much _ success. 
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Several recitatives fell to his share, and each was 
given in a bold and musicianly manner; while his 
solo, “ The Lord is good,” was sung with much taste 
and feeling. The chorus displayed evident care in 
their work, which all through was most creditable. 
A special word of praise should be given to the 
orchestra, which seconded the efforts of the vocalists 
with much skill and ability. Mr. W. M. Hacker, 
the conductor, came through a difficult ordeal with 
easy distinction, and he is to be congratulated on 
the high musical standard which the Union has 
attained. The second part of the programme was 
of a miscellaneous character. The festival was con- 
tinued on Sunday, in the church, there being a 
crowded attendance at each of the three services, 
which must have been gratifying to the members 
of the Choir and Choral Unions, and the conductor, 
Mr. W. M. Hacker. In the afternoon a special ser- 
vice was held, when the Choir and Choral Union 
gave a first-rate rendering of Gaul’s “ Holy City,” in 
which solos were taken by Miss R. Spear (soprano), 
Miss L. Hill (contralto), Mr. A. Price (tenor), and 
Mr. I. C. Hacker (bass), all of whom acquitted them- 
selves admirably. The solos, duets, trios, and 
guartettes were all pleasingly rendered, and the 
choruses given with great precision. The inter- 
mezzo (instrumental) was one of the best rendered 
items of the afternoon. During an interval there 
was a pleasing, and, to the recipient, surprising pre- 
sentation. The Rev. T. G. Vinson, on behalf of 
some members of the church and congregation, pre- 
sented the church organist and choir conductor, Mr. 
W. M. Hacker, with a gold watch as a slight token 
of their esteem and appreciation of his services 
during the twenty years he has held office. Ina few 
suitable sentences the pastor made the presentation, 
and handed the watch to the conductor. It was in- 
scribed as follows :—‘ Victoria Street Congrega- 
tional Church, Swindon. Presented to Mr. W. M. 
Hacker, for faithful services. 1883-1903.” Mr. 
Hacker, who was completely taken by surprise, and 
spoke with some emotion, feelingly acknowledged 
the kindness of his friends. He said he was deeply 
thankful to them for that beautiful and interesting 
token of his twenty years’ work amongst them, as 
organist and leader of the choir. It was to him a 
labour of love, and he was gratified to receive this 
token of their appreciation of his services in leading 
the singing in their church during the past twenty 
years. During all that time there had been no un- 
pleasantness between himself and the members of 
the choir. They had always got on happily to- 
gether, and he must again thank the donors for their 
kind gift——On April 6th, a concert was given by 
the choir in aid of the fund for the erection of new 
schools ineconnection with the Faringdon Street 
Wesleyan Church. The choir items included, “ The 
Harvest Feast,” “The Unseen Choir,” “ Soldiers’ 
Chorus,” “It was a lover,” “Choral Fantasia,” all 
of which were well rendered and reflected credit on 
Mr. J. L. Williams, the conductor. Miss Marie 
Adair and Mr. Alexander Tucker were the vocalists, 
both of whom pleased the audience, the latter 
especially gaining several encores. 


TUNBRIDGE WELLS.—The sixth annual Good 
Friday musical service was held at Emmanuel 
Church this year, and as on previous occasions 
proved a great success, both musically and other- 
wise, there being a very crowded attendance.

Miss May Jones also acquitted herself 
well as a soloist, she being especially effective in 
Coenen’s “Come unto Me.” A setting of Handel’s 
“Largo,” arranged as an anthem, entitled “Holy 
art Thou,” proved a most acceptable item in the 
programme. Two further Mendelssohn choruses, 
“ As the hart pants ” and “ He watching over Israel” 
deserve also special mention, and an organ solo, 
played by Mr. Percy Prior during the offertory, 
gave an effective change to the proceedings. The 
duet and chorus, “ The day is past and over” (C. 
Marks) was well rendered, the duet being taken by 
Miss May Jones and Mr. Holland; and the pro- 
gramme closed with Handel’s “ Hallelujah Chorus.” 
which was given with great verve and effect. 
WESTON-SUPER-MARE.—A large congregation 
gathered at the Congregational Church on Tues- 
day, the 31st March, when the choir, assisted by a 
few outside friends, and a small orchestra, gave a 
most successful rendering of Berridge’s popular 
Cantata, “ The Love of God.” The work which was 
thus presented for the first time in Weston, will 
doubtless, at no distant date, be repeated. Miss 
Lily Stradling (soprano) rendered the several solos. 
allotted to her with much taste, her clear, tuneful 
voice being greatly enjoyed in “ My soul inspired 
with sacred love” and “O love divine.”

Miss Old gave in 
addition a sympathetic rendering of the recitative

whilst Mr. J. Hick’s fine bass voice was advantage- 
ously heard in a couple of recitatives, “Herein is 
love” and “ My son, despise not.” The soloists men- 
tioned also sang the several quartettes. All the 
choruses, notably “Saviour, breathe Thy loving 
spirit” and “ Lift up your hearts” were given with 
much spirit and marked expression, and Mr. M. S. 
Lyon, the respected choirmaster, who conducted, is 
to be congratulated on the result attained. The 
instrumental portion of the Cantata gave every 
satisfaction. Mr. W. Darby, Mus.Bac. (Cantab.), 
efficiently presided at the organ, and an orchestra 
took part.
